W ash in g to n , November 17th—Commis­ 
sioner of Internal Revenue Mason, in re­ 
porting the business of the internal revenue 
service for the fiscal year ending jJune’30, 
1889, says the aggregate receipts for the 
year were $130,89-1,434, or $05,607,958 more 
than the receipts of the previous year. 
The only object of taxation which showed 
a decrease d 
ing the first quarter of the 
present 
yea, 
is 
oleomargarine, which 
dropped from $148 023 in the first quarter 
of 1888 to $124,730 in 1889 
The total cost of collection during the 
past fiscal year was n ¡Action less than 32 
per cent, of the am ount collected. 
The Commissioner says that owing to 
the great num ber ot distilleries in opera­ 
tion during the last fiscal year and the in­ 
creased quantity of spirits produced, re­ 
sulting in the increase of taxes collected 
from that sourcs, as compared with the 
previous year, of m ore than $5.000.000, the 
expenditures for 
salaries 
sxceeded the 
am ount estimated by the appropriation. 
The Commissioner regards the general con­ 
dition of the service tbroughont the coun­ 
try as very satisfactory. 
One thousand two hundred and fifty- 
three violations of the internal revenue 
law vere reported during the year, and 059 
persons were arrested. 
Property valued at 
$137,404 had been reported for seizure, and 
$94,000 for assessments for unpaid taxes 
aud penalties. 
The num ber of stills seized resulted in 
the arrest of 236 persons and the death of 
one, and the wounding of two officers. 
He 
recommends the force to be increased from 
twenty to thirty, and that the ailowucces 
for traveling expenses be increased. 
The expenses of the service lor the next 
fiscal year a: e estimated at $4.260,290. The 
increase in the quantity of tobacco and 
snuff aud ihe num ber of cigars and cigar­ 
ettes during the last fiscal year over those 
taxed during the previous fiscal year was 
as follow-3 : Manufactured tobacco, 11,585.­ 
630 pounds ; suuff, 620 631 pounds; cigars, 
22,658,990; cigarettes, 288.729,260, 
The export account snows an increase in 
m anufactured tobacco of 118.CS3 pounds. 
There was an increase in the num ber of 
cigars "exported of Hit! 700 and an increase 
in the num ber of cigarettes exported of 
65,909.950. 
The num ber of cigars imported daring 
the year was 90,037,407. The value of m an­ 
ufactured tobacco imported was $70,353. 
Total num ber of special tax payers was 
830,134, of whom 590,013 are dealers in 
manufactured tobacco. 
The whole num ber of grain distilleries 
registered daring the year was 1 440, of 
which 1.267 were operated. There were 
3,126 fruit distilleries registered, and 3.072 
operated. The num ber of gallons of spirits 
produced from grain during the year was 
87.SS7.456, which shows an increase of 19,­ 
499,296 gallons over the products of the 
previous year, and 416,115 gallons more 
than the average produced for the last ten 
years. 
The quantity of rum distilled from mo­ 
lasses during the year was 1,471.054 gallons, 
which shows an increase of 420,192 gallons 
more than the production of the previous 
year. 
The Commissioner renews the recom­ 
mendation of his predecessor in regard to 
the expediency of taking all fractions of a 
gallon of distilled spirits. The increase ir, 
the production of Bourbon whisky is 14,­ 
477,175 gallons; rye whisky, 2,870,078; gin, 
156,978; high wines. 13.059; pure neutral or 
cologne 
spirits, 
963 441; 
miscellaneous, 
1,135,069. 
H e estimates the quantity of alcohol a n -1 
nuaily used in the aris ami manufactures 
at 8,000,060 gallons. The quantity of fruit 
brandy of all kinds withdrawn from dis­ 
tilleries during the year to be denosited in 
special bondetl warehouses was 991,832 gal­ 
lons. 
The quantity distilled in the United 
States, except what may be in customs 
bonded warehouses, on the first day of 
October was 102,650,982 gallons. The aver­ 
age m onthly production of oleomargarine 
during the fiscal year v.as 2.972,002 pounds. 


P R A C TIC A L P R O H IB IT IO N . 


T he C atholic C lergy M akes a B old S tand 
for H igh L icense. 
B a ltim o re (Mil.), November 17th.—A n 
imm ense mass m eeting under Catholic 
auspices was held in the Academy of Music 
to-night for the purpose of advancing high 
license. The m eeting was presided over nv 
Cardinal Gibbons, and upon the stage were 
Archbishop Ireland oi St. Paul, Minn., 
Bishop Yertue of 
England, Monsignor 
McColgan aud a large num ber of priests. 
In opening the meeting, Cardinal Gib­ 
bons said: 
“I appear before this meeting 
to-night not as a churchm an, but as a pri­ 
vate citizen looking for the welfare of my 
native city. The high license movement is 
for the laboring m an’s benefit, and it m ust 
be and shall be successful " 
[Applause.] 
Speeches were made by Rev. Jam es Nu­ 
gent of England, Rev. Dr. Cleary of W is­ 
consin, the Archbishop of St. Paul and 
Bishop Keane. The following resolutions 
were adopted: 
The Catholic clergy and laity of Baltimore, 
recognizing the gigantic evils of intemperance 
imperiling the interests and weil being of the 
State and society, and casting about for means 
which will dim inish the evil and paye the way 
to a complete moral restoration, believe lliev 
s*« this remedy in aighlictn.se. If they have 
been backward in uniting in the efforts ot 
many of their distinguished 
fellow-cltizens 
in the holy cause, it was not from ignor­ 
ance of the great (larger nor lack of heartfelt 
interest to avert it, hut solely from their inabil­ 
ity to compromise the sacred Interests of the 
truth by accepting certain positions, which 
sometimes are found to be concomitants of 
such movements under non-Catholic auspices. 
It is 
Resolved, That high license is the only feasi­ 
ble and peaceful means of exterm inating the 
deluge of vices and crimes of which drunken­ 
ness is the fruitful source. 
The license shouid 
be put so high as to make it practically prohibi­ 
tory, as regards the m ultitnde of low saloons, 
and certain restrictions should be enacted as to 
time aud place of sale. 
The number or saloons 
in any one radius should be limited by statute, 
and should not be allowed near churches or 
schools. 
License should be given only to per­ 
sons of tried character. 


TOM R E E D O F M A IN E . 


He Is F ig u rin g on a Solid D elegation 
F ro m P en n sy lv an ia. 
W a sh in g to n , November 17th.—The tat 
est report in connection with the Speaker­ 
ship contest is set afloat by the adherents 
of Congressman Reed, who assert to-day 
that when the caucus of the Republican 
members meets the unit rule will be en­ 
forced iu the Pennsylvania delegation. 
If 
this scheme to make twenty-one votes 
from the Keystone State solid for the Maine 
candidate can be carried out it will result 
in his election in ali probability. But there 
are already kickers. 
Dalzell of the Pittsburg district is openly 
in favor of the candidacy of McKinley, and 
be asserts that nothu g will induce him to 
desert the Ohio m an. There are known to 
be several others from the State who are 
opposed to Reed, and this makes it ex­ 
tremely unlikely that all the members 
from the State can be fofced into an agree­ 
m ent to adopt the unit rale 
Reed's great strength lies in the fsct that 
he has been the Republican candidate for 
the Speakership in the last three Con­ 
gresses, when the nom ination was simply 
an honorary affair. 
Now that the nom ina- j 
tion means an election, there are m any of í 
the cider members who think that Reed is j 
entitled to the votes of hi3 colleagues, and j 
who also consider themselves es in honor ! 
bonnd to cast their ballots for him . 
On the other band. Mr. Reed's record on ‘ 
the river and harbor bills, aud more es- ! 
pecially the report that he favors the corn-' 
plete demonetization of silver, are being ! 
used against him with telling effect. 
The stock of the two candidates whose 
headquarters are formally opened, Messrs. 


Henderson and Cannon, is decidedly up 
to-night. 
Henderson will not go into the 
caucus w i'h as many votes as his Illinois 
competitor, perhaps, but he will gain after 
every ballot, and many members who are 
pledged to one or the other ol the leaders 
are known to favor Colonel Henderson as a 
second choice, so that in spite of the appar­ 
ent obstacles in his way at the outset, it 
will not be at all surprising to find him well 
tip toward the head after the fourth ballot, 
if the contest is not settled before the fourth 
ballot is taken.

LEAVES HIS NA TIV E LAND. 


D om P e d ro h as L eft His Tliroue and 
S ailed for L isbon. 
London. November 17th.—A dispatch 
from Rio Janeiro says : Dom Pedro has de­ 
parted from Brazil. 
H e sailed direct for 
Lisbon. 
Before his departure he was 
formally notified of his deposition. 
At the 
same lim e he was informed that the civil 
list would be continued. 
The Province of Bahia opposes the re­ 
public, but most of the other provinces 
have signified their adherence to the re­ 
gime. 
Dr. Barbosa, the new M inisterof Finance, 
announces that all the contraes entered 
into by the Im perial Government will be 
m aintained. 
Tbe overthrow of the mon­ 
archy has temporarily paraiyzed business. 
The former Prim e Minister has been or­ 
dered to leave the country. 


PORTUGAL SY M PATH IZES. 
B russels. November 17;h.—The Inde­ 
pendence Beige has a dispatch from Lisbon 
saying: 
“ The overthrow of tbe Brazilian 
m onarchy is regarded as definitive 
Tbe 
Portuguese people sympathize with the 
Brazilians. Sim ilar results are possible in 
Portugal.” 


GREAT ENTHUSIASM PREVA ILS. 
Lima (via Galveston), November 17th.— 
The latest advices from Rio de Janeiro, 
da’ed November 10th. 9:55 r m . are to the 
effect that the province ot Bshia is opposed 
to tbe revolution. 
Viscount Ouro Preto, 
ex-Minister of the Iuterior, and Senor 
Mavuncka, a banker, have been arrested. 
The E m piror is looked on with suspi­ 
cion. The Provisional Government has 
abolished the m onarchy. The Revolution­ 
ary Commission has addressed a message 
to the Em peror telliDg him to leave the 
country inside of twenty-four hours. The 
Em peror acknowledged this notice and 
leaves by the packet Alagoas, accompanied 
by an ironclad. 
The Brazilian Government will give the 
Em peror a certain am ount to live on in 
Europe. The P.epubiic is a ceitaiuty an i 
great enthusiasm prevails. 


B L A IN E’S TELEGRAM S. 
W ashington, 
November 
17th.— The 
m em bers of the Brazilian legation are still 
without information direct from 
tbeir 
country iu regard to the situation. They 
were in hopes of receiving some news to­ 
day, but none came, and their only intelli­ 
gence was derived from the press and from 
the telegram to the I’ni'ed States State 
Department. 
Secretary Blaine said this evening that 
he had received a dispatch from Rio Ja­ 
neiro, ami that it sim ply con firms the press 
dispatches. 
Its ta e d in substance that the 
arm y and navy w ,re on ’he side ot tbe in­ 
surgents, *hat a provisional Government 
had been formed and the Em peror was a 
prisoner in tiie palace. 
It would be easy for the arm y and navy, 
by surprise, when tbe offic *rs of the Gov­ 
ernm ent are peacefully and quietly attend­ 
ing to their business, to capture the city of 
Rio de Janeiro, and secure, through the 
navy, control of outside communication, 
and im prison the Emperor. 
“ B ut,” it was suggested, “ if the people 
are favorable to the Emperor how can they 
m aintain control? ’ 
"Tliut,” was the reply, is just what is 
lacking, and I expect to ber.r that the prov­ 
inces have rallied to the Em peror’s support. 
Although he is impri'-oned he s still Em­ 
peror, aud the provinces can d: c err for 
him. 
I think the provinces wiil declare 
war against the Capital, and the situation 
will resemble that in France at the tim e of 
the Paris Commune. 
"There arc in the navy about 5.500 officers 
and sailors, not all of whom are in Rio, 
m any being abroad 
The arm y has about 
the same strength, and with 5,ÍM.t civilians 
upholding them it would make 15 000 men 
only, and I do not believe the Government 
has greater strength. 
1 It is true the dispatches say t'natsim e of 
the provinces have declared for the repub­ 
lic, but this ell comes from Rio and tnose 
who have seized the central Government. 
W e have not got the other side. 
"K nowing the country, I do not think tbp 
provinces have so declared. The Republi­ 
can party throughout the empire is organ­ 
ized into sm all clubs and ;b*ir members 
would, of coRrse, send their ieitciiations to [ 
the General Government. 
"There are also stnali garrisons of fifty or I 
more men in various provinces, anctih-s.-l 
have sent in their congratulations. 
This, ¡ 
I think, is tbe foundation for the state­ 
m ent in regard to the provinces. 
"I cannot believe in the permanence ► f 
the Republic until we get more inform a­ 
tion and som ething from the ether side of 
the question. 
"O f the new Cabinet, three of tbe m em ­ 
bers are journalists, President Iteodore 
da 
Fonseca 
and 
M inister 
of 
W ar 
Benjam in 
Constant 
are 
soldiers 
and 
the rem aining three ; members are law­ 
yers. Senior Q uintano Bocaynva is looked 
npon here as perhaps the leader in the 
revolutionary Government. He is editor of 
the La Buis, published in Rio de Janeiro, 
and is a Republican of long standing, and 
has earnestly labored for the creation of a 
Republic. 
"Benjam in Constant, Mi>.ister of War, has 
heretotore been a professor in tbe poly­ 
technic school, and was a member of the 
Board of Military Engineers.” 


T H E SU R PR ISE OF A M IN ISTER . 
P aris, November 17th.—The Brazilian 
M inister here expresses surprise that sev­ 
eral 
stanch 
Monarchists, 
whom

thought incapable of treason, are among 
the reported ring-leaders of the Brazilian 
revolution. 
He said that the Republicans are only a

BRAZIL. 


The Brazilian news remains much as at 
first reported. That a revolution in favor 
of a republic has been undertaken is cer 
tain, but just how far it has been success­ 
ful remains a question of uncertainty. 
T hat the people have received the move” 
m ent in practical quietude may be consid 
ered ominous for the Emperor. Brazil 
has long been considered ripe for a change 
of government, and it is therefore not im­ 
probable that the absence of some of the 
leading men of the army, navy and politi­ 
cal circles has been seized upon and a re­ 
public declared. 
There is some substan­ 
tial reason for believing that the Emperor 
Dom Pedro will not strenuously oppose 
the revolutionists. H e has been known as 
the most liberal monarch of the earth, a 
man who recognized the ability of the 
people to rule, the unwisdom of an arbi­ 
trary monarchical government and the in­ 
humanity of slavery. 
For twenty-five 
years the abolition of slavery in Brazil has 
been a favorite theme with him, and that 
he successfully accomplished it in 1888, 
without the shedding of a drop of blood, 
stands to his credit as one of the most 
statesmanlike and humane acts of history. 
The people universally respect the Em­ 
peror, and it is therefore altogether proba­ 
ble that were any personal danger to him 
imminent that they would protect him 
and his family. The Brazilians are not a 
warlike people, and least of all is Dom Pe­ 
dro a warrior. It is wholly unlikely that 
he will call to arms for the maintenance 
of his throne. H e is a man whose modest 
ambitions have all been accomplished, and 
whose attachment to the nation is unques­ 
tioned. If, therefore, it turns out that the 
revolution, which appears to have been a 
bloodless one, is acquiesced in by the peo­ 
ple, he will probably gracefully submit 
and retire npon his immense private for­ 
tune to the seclusion of the life of a citizen 
of the republic or else emigrate to Portu­ 
gal and pass the remainder of his days in 
the land of his nativity. I t is possible 
that the news at hand is exaggerated in 
the interests of the revolutionists, and 
that the revolt of Fonseca may be resisted, 
but that Dom Pedro is the last of mon- 
arcbs in Brazil may be accepted as a cer­ 
tainty. 
Some of our contemporaries, and 
among them so well-informed a journal as 
the San Francisco Bulletin, have fallen 
into the error of stating that when Dom 
Pedro shall have been finally overthrown, 
that the last vestige of monarchy will have 
vanished from the South American con­ 
tinent. 
Not so ; the Guiana of the Brit­ 
ish and the Guiana of the Netherlands are 
both under monarchical forms and are not 
in any sense republican. 
Since the foregoing was placed in type 
news is at hand that the revolution is an 
accomplished fact; that the republic has 
been proclaimed, and that Dom Pedro has 
sailed for Lisbon. It is gratifying to learn 
that the Provisional Government has de­ 
clared that all contracts made by the 
Imperial Government will be faithfully 
kept, and no disturbance of national com­ 
pacts or engagements consistent with a 
republic will be permitted. 


O f f i c i a l reports of te a c h e rs in the 
Minneapolis schools show an alarming 
state of facts concerning cigarette smoking 
by children. 
In the North High School 
200 out of the 300 boys smoke the cigar­ 
ette, and seventy-five arc confirmed in the 
habit. 
In the W inthrop school 20 per 
cent, of the boys smoke the paper poison 
roll, and some of the confirmed smokers 
are but 6 years of age. The Tribune of 
th at city declares that the same conditions 
obtain in the remaining 
schools, and 
names one, the Webster, in which the 
official proof is that from 50 to 75 per cent, of 
the scholars use cigarettes, and the fact 
is that many female children have also 
acquired the habit. 
The 
parents in 
Minneapolis are seriously alarmed over 
this showing, and renewed efforts are to be 
made to enforce the law forbidding the 
sale of the article to minors. 
Minneapolis 
is probably no worse than Sacramento or 
any other California town or city. 
W hat, 
then, do parents imagine would be the re­ 
sult of a cigarette census among the child­ 
ren of this citv ? 


On the heels of the news that Russia is 
about to abandon her Siberian exile sys­ 
tem, comes the news that one of our 
national legislators is about to revive in 
Congress the proposition to make Alaska a 
penal colony. There are scores of sound 
reasons why such a suggestion should not 
become a law. 
The chief of these is that 
a penal colony is opposed to the spirit of 
onr institutions. 
It is unwise to propose 
such a scheme in the face of the fact that 
most of the nations that commit to penal 
colonies are desirous of abandoning the 
system, having discovered that it is nn. 
economic, not reformatory, and that it 
does not accomplish any of the ends sup­ 
posed to have been in view when the sys­ 


tems were adopted. France will probably 
a’iandon the scheme within the next two 
years, England is less and less each year 
transporting criminals to Australia, and 
Russia, as we have said, is on the eve of 
repealing her Siberian exile laws. 
Why 
then should the United States of America 
adopt a plan of punishment that older 
nations, after centuries of trial, are aban­ 
doning ? 
But even if desirable for us, 
there are obstacles in the way that are 
well-nigh insurmountable. We have very 
few convicts committed from United States 
Courts ; we have no State offenses to pun­ 
ish, political criminals are unknown to our 
system. 
A penal colony, therefore, could 
only 
be 
maintained by commitments 
from State Courts. 
To settle upon a sys­ 
tem by which the States, as sovereignties, 
could send out 
criminals in national 
ships to a colony to he supported at na­ 
tional expense, would be a task of the ut­ 
most difficulty, one that we do not believe 
could lie accomplished in harmony with 
our system of State and Federal jurisdic­ 
tions. 


T h e San Francisco Bulletin hesitates to 
give its approval to the reform ballot sys­ 
tem, though desiring to do so, because it 
fears the venal bosses will be able to defeat 
the new system by getting possession of 
one genuine ballot, which will enable 
them to vote hirelings all the day, and 
assure themselves that the purchased goods 
are delivered. The R ecord-U nion some 
days ago clearly explained how any such 
risk«can be avoided. Number the ballots 
on a detachable corner to correspond with 
the stub from which the ballot is torn. 
The voter must then return from the booth 
to the jkjIIs with the identical ballot he 
received. The number is then detached 
and destroyed and the ballot deposited. 
This protects the sacredness of the ballot, 
insures its secrecy and completely elimi­ 
nates all possibility of the vote-buyer as­ 
suring himself that the voter kept faith 
with him. 
Our 
contem]>orary should 
have known that this identical plan origi­ 
nated in its city and was presented to the 
last Legislature. 


IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


A ustria, Russia and Turkey have come 
to an agreement concerning the control of 
Bulgaria, and Germany consents to the 
contract being carried out. It is nothing 
less than the accomplishment of the Icng- 
cherished design of the Czar to absolutely 
control Bulgaria, by naming the man who 
is to administer its affairs. 
It is said that 
Austria’s domination of the Slavic States 
she now controls is to be permanently as­ 
sured in return for her acquiescence in the 
new scheme, while the Porte has nothing 
to do but submit to whatever terms are 
dictated, the first of these being the de­ 
claration that the rule of Prince Ferdi­ 
nand in Bulgaria is illegal. Pan-slavism 
promises in the near future to become the 
least potential of influences in European 
politics. 


T h e scandal in London high life that is 
too indecent even for the sensational press 
of the United States to more than refer to, 
is what was to have been expected from a 
pampered and enervate class of noble 
youths, whose only claim to recognition in 
the world of activity is that their great 
great grandfathers wore spurs, or played 
the part of subserviency to some monarch 
who created blue blood by the stroke of 
the fiat side of a sword, or by the issu­ 
ance of his seal impressed upon a hit of 
wax. The fruit of a system that gives 
us men who live upon their titles and 
entailed estates, may be expected to be 
found, every now and then, rotten at the 
core. 


B e f o r e the Nation il Prison Congress 
° 
I 
ex-President Hayes said in his annual ad­ 
dress that the notion that honest labor 
outside of prisons will gain by support­ 
ing convicts in idleness, is abandoned in 
all quarters considered really influential 
He is right. 
If it is not wholly aban­ 
doned it is proof that there are still some 
people who cling to a fallacy after the 
evidence is adduced showing it to be an 
error. It is nothing short of cruelty to 
the taxpayer to compel him to support 
the man society sequesters as a matter of 
safety and punishment, who is able to 
support himself. 


T h e San Francisco Bulletin, is at sea con­ 
cerning the election system of this State. 
It says that under our law, “No one but 
the voter is permitted to approach within 
one hundred feet of the polling place.” 
W ill our contemporary please overhaul 
its copy of the codesand point out, if it 
can, any such provision of the law '! If 
we wait in silence until it is able to do so, 
not another word will find place in these 
columns on the subject. The Bulletin 
ought to know that such a law is not upon 
our statute books. 


A ny" effort to inaugurate an anti-railroad 
war in California at this late day will 
come to grief. California has had enough 
of that folly, and 
the producer and 
shipper have discovered that their inter­ 
ests and those of the carrier are identical; 
on their part the carriers know, as they 
have all along, that whatever militates 
against the productive interests of the 
country, directly affects them also, and in 
the greatest degree. 


B e f o r e the National Prison Congress 
ex-President Hayes has declared there is 
no sound reason for requiring a unanimous 
verdict from juries in a country where the 
most momentous questions, those involv­ 
ing the very life of the nation, are decided 
by the majority. And we incline to the 
belief that the ex-President is sound in 
the expression of that opinion. 


Sir H enry I saacs is the fifth of the 
mercantile class who has become Lord 
Mayor of London. The nobility style the 
merchants in England “shop-men,” and 
they wind it up generally with an empha­ 
sis of contempt. But, were it not for her 
mercantile class England would not he 
able to maintain an aristocratic class. 


T h e official report upon the Charleston 
is that she is a better ship than the Gov­ 
ernment bargained for ; that she accom­ 
plished more than was called for in fact, 
and that the Government ought to remit 
all the penalties that technically may be 
applied. 
All which is gratifying to Cali­ 
fornia pride.

P aris, November 17th—The New York 
World s correspondent cables thus : 
A great sensation has been created in the 
American colony here by a most disgrace­ 
ful attack on Miss Gwendolin Caldwell, 
which appeared yesterday in the Echo de 
Paris, a paper which, although of large 
circulation, is of the lowest possible m oral 
tone aud standing. The article fills two 
columns, and its insertion has evidently 
been paid for by friends of tbe M urat fam­ 
ily. It is beaded “A utour d'un Mariage,” 
and is signed “ Violette.” 
The following is an extract from the 
least offensive portion of the article, and 
serves to show its general ten o r: 
“Now, the brutal fact which compelled 
the Prince to bow him self for the last time 
out of the presence of a faded charm er who 
had been brought to him from distant 
lands by the agency of a m atch-m aker, was 
her pretension to dednct from the sum 
allotted to him for his nam e not less than 
four-fifths for paym ent of an enormous 
rent, the burden of which, now that the 
m arriage is broken off. falls upon his hands, 
as does all the magnificent presents which 
he had to bny for the bride. 
“So the dupe is really not the one that 
was at first thought to be the dupe. The 
dopes indeed are the m ajority of our 
youog Frenchm en who sell their coronets 
for foreign gold. 
"These foreign heiresses are alm ost al­ 
ways adventuresses who have been booted 
from their own countries and seek to shel­ 
ter themselves in dark and dirty agencies 
which procure for them entree into Parisian 
society. 
“In this particular case the m atrim ony 
campaign was carried out with the greatest 
skill, and most tem pting promises were 
held out. 
M illions were like snow in 
April, and m elted away under the first 
ray of sunlight. If there was any fortune, 
it was a mere bagatelle as against the 
splendid crown that this adventuress had 
sported from the outset, especially when it 
is remembered that the woman was nearly 
40 years of age, and devoid of personal at­ 
tractions ot any sort.” 
The writer of the articles follows tip this 
tirade by scandalous charges against Bishop 
Spalding of Peoria, and asserting that he 
had used his clerical title to stave off cred­ 
itors of the Caldwell family. 
After portraying Miss Caldwell as strug­ 
gling with great financial difficulties and 
as being harassed by creditors, the article 
concludes with the statem ent that if the 
Prince had m arried Miss Caldwell 
he 
would have been bankrupt in honor, as 
well as in fortune. 
This vile attack has caused the greatest 
indignation amtmg Americans here. The 
male relatives of the young lady have w rit­ 
ten to Prince M urat to draw liis attention 
to this attack and to ask him whether, as a 
former fiance of the lady, he proposes to 
take steps to punish the author of the 
abominable libel. 
Should the Prince refuse to do so he 
will be held responsible for it, and will re­ 
ceive the punishm ent which the writer de­ 
serves. 


D IP L O M A T IC 
P R O M IS E S . 


A le x a n d e r W ill S te p O u t a n d th e R u ss ia n 
C a n d id a te G o I n . 
B erlin, November 17th.—The develop­ 
m ents of Bism arck's diplom atic promise 
are to result in perm anent accord between 
Austria and Russia. The scheme restores 
Russia’s dominance in Bulgaria, Russia in 
return recognizing as definitive Austria's 
possession of Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
Crispi has intim ated to Bismarck that 
tbe sanction of Italy m ight depend npon 
the cession of Trentino by Austria, but 
Count Kalnoky held the sacrifice of Tren­ 
tino impossible. The Innsbruck interview 
brought the negotiations to a climax. 
Em peror Francis Joseph consented to 
leave Prince Ferdinand to his fate, and said 
he would not oppose the Russian candidate 
provided he was elected under the condi­ 
tions of the Berlin treaty. 
H e practically 
accorded the Czar a free hand in Bulgaria, 
short of Russian occupation. 
He declined 
to consider the question of Trentino. 
The 
Porte is ready as soon as it learns that Aus­ 
tria and Russia have accepted Prince Bis­ 
m arck's mediation to send a circular letter 
to the signatory Powers denouncing the il­ 
legality of the present Government of B ul­ 
garia. 
If Count Kalnoky keeps faith with Bis­ 
marck the attitude of the V ienna Cabinet 
towards Bulgaria m ust change. The di­ 
vergence between the Berlin and Vienna 
policies has recently become m arked. The 
Bulgarian agent at Vienna has been sem i­ 
officially recognized. 
Lauderbank negotiated a new Bulgarian 
loan, and the Austrian Consul at Sofia is 
confident and advises Prince Ferdinand. 
The German Consul, on the other hand, 
did not even salute Ferdinand on meeting 
him on the street, and completely ignores 
him as the head of the Government.

There 
has been a perfect stampede of English and 
Americans from Paris, and the boulevards 
are once again in possession of the Parisians, 
who are m ainly discussing Boulanger’s 
political suicide. 
Deputies are looking forward to their 
Christmas holidays, while their electors are 
content with the exhibition and the profits 
that almost every one, directly or indirectly, 
derive from it. A bright, cheerful and non­ 
political season seems to be in store for us. 
Even the anarchists have come to the con­ 
clusion that manifestations aud demonstra­ 
tions are not worth a candle. 
Stephen Bourgeois, the well-known art 
connoisseur, was discussing Rem brandt’s 
“Angel Visiting the Shepherds,” when he 
was asked by your correspondent how 
much it was worth. 
He said he had been 
advised to hold it for 200,000 francs, but 
would sell it for 125,000. 
‘ Then it was not worth as much as Mil­ 
let's ‘Angelus?’" 
“ My dear sir, if M illets ‘Angelus’ is 
worth 584.000 francs, this Rem brandt is 
worth 5,000,000 francs. There is simply no 
comparison to be made between them. 
Millet’s 
painting may be worth S4.000 
francs, but your compatriots paid exactly 
half a million more than its m axim um 
value. 1 have a right to speak on the sub­ 
ject, because for three years I had tbe ‘A n­ 
gelus' in these very rooms and tried in vain 
to get rid of it for 10.000 francs. You 
Americans, w ith yonr boundless wealth— 
and, if you will permit me, your boundless 
ignorance of art—have so falsified tbe pic­ 
ture m arket that the price a picture brings 
is no lunger a guide as to its real value.”

American advices state that ont of a total 
of the 530 electoral votes in Costa Rica, Don 
Jose Rodriguez received 35S. The College 
w«l meet in December. Chagrined at his 
defeat at the polls, Esquirel attempted on 
October 27th to capture the Government 
quarters, evidently intending to take his 
seat by force. 
President Soto, who has favored fEsquirel, 
is disgusted at his action, has resigned, call­ 
ing Dr. Jose DuraD, the Third Vice-Presi­ 
dent, and a svm patbizer with Rodriguez, to 
the office ot President ad interim, to hold 
until tbe inauguration of tbe President 
next May. 
Five thousand citizens from all parts of 
the Republic, arrived during the night to 
protect the Government. The Senate has 
now taken the necessary steps to strengthen 
the hands of the President 
Many of the leading E-quireliats were 
arrested, and will be escorted to the fron­ 
tier. Six people were killed and wounded 
in the skirm ishing last night. Order has

NATIONAL SIL YES CONVENTION. 


P r e p a r a tio n s fo r a G ra n d T im e in St. 
L ou is. 
T he following letter from E. A. Elliott, 
Chairman of the Press Committee of the 
National Silver Convention, will be found 
exceedingly interesting to all, no m atter 
w hat their views upon the silver question 
may b e : 
St. L o u is, Mo., November 13, 1S89. 
E d s. R e c o rd U n io n ; 
The late advices 
received at St. Louis in reference to the 
National Silver Convention to assemble 
here November 26th, are of the most en­ 
couraging character. 
The Governors of 
the different States and Territories are very 
generally exercising the privilege and au­ 
thority extended them 
in 
appointing 
twenty delegates and equal num ber of al­ 
ternates so that the National representation 
at the Convention is assured. The commit­ 
tee at St. Louis also have correspondence 
from different parts of the country promis­ 
ing very large attendance outside of the 
delegates. 
For the delegates-at-large there 
are now over 200 nom inations. These are 
to be appointed by the Executive Commit­ 
tee, the authority for which was given in 
the issue of the call. 
It was then thought 
that 100 delegates-at-large would be all 
that necessity would be found for, bat 
since then so m uch enthusiasm has been 
displayed, that it will probably be found 
necessary for the committee to exerciee 
the authority given it at the tim e to in­ 
crease the num ber of delegates-at-large 
as it was found necessary or advisable. 
The nom inations are all of gentlemen 
whom it is desirable to have present at the 
Convention, and they are also of such char­ 
acter that it is difficult to decide where to 
cut out to bring the num ber down to 100 
originally provided for. 
For this reason, 
according to advices the committee deems 
it desirable to increase the num ber of dele­ 
gates-at-large. The nom inations made to 
the Executive Committee, as stated, are of 
gentlemen whom it is desirable to have at 
the 
Convention. 
The 
committee 
has 
been very energetic and deeply in earn­ 
est in this work, and its correspond­ 
ence has resulted in awakening a much 
deeper feeling in favor of appropriate silver 
legislation, friendly alike to the m ining 
and agricultural industries, than it was ex­ 
pected would be secured at the tim e. Fears 
have been expressed that in a National 
Convention of this character silver would 
be slaughtered in the house of its friends. 
T hat these are groundless is evident by the 
character and known opinions of the gen­ 
tlemen nom inated for delegates, and who 
give promise of being at the Convention in 
that capacity. 
During the past week the Invitation 
Committee sent to all members of Con­ 
gress, Governors of States, to the President 
and Cabinet officers, special invitations to 
be present at the Convention. These invi­ 
tations are a handsome piece of lithograph­ 
ing, printed on heavy card-paper, with 
handsome silver borders at the top and 
bottom. It is known that the attendance 
of 
Congressmen 
will 
be 
large. 
The 
Speakership fight in W ashington previous 
to assembling of Congress and previous 
to the first week in 
December, will 
necessarily prevent m any from being here 
who would otherwise attend. 
W hile this 
is the case, the Convention in its delibera­ 
tions will still have weight with Members 
of Congress wno are not bere, as a num ber 
have written emphasizing the interest they 
have in aud attach to the Convention, and 
requesting specially, that the proceedings 
and conclusions of the Convention be 
mailed them . This it is expected will be 
done. 
A num ber ot prom inent gentlemen 
have accepted special invitations to present 
papers on the silver question in its different 
phases, and they will from their responses 
be of such character that they will be of 
great value in legislative consideration on 
the questions coming up in connection with 
the silver agitatioD. It is expected that a 
great deal of entirely new m atter will be 
brought out by the discussion in this Con­ 
vention. Several delegates appointed by 
the Governors, and who are men of known 
opinion and research, have written stating 
that they are preparing special m atter to be 
presented in the interest of silver coinage, 
and also that they are avoiding anything 
of a tedious character, and particularly 
stale facts and statem ents. From these ad­ 
vices the argum ents advanced, while not los- 
ine sight of what has for years been urged 
in justice to the silver m ining and agricult­ 
ural industries, will bring into intelligent 
consideration m any new phases of the 
question which will be unanswerable. The 
promoters ot the Convention are still fur­ 
ther encouraged by the prospects, so that 
they now believe that this Convention, in­ 
stead of awaiting on a year hence, will be 
the starting point to the successful cam­ 
paign of the industries and the laboring 
world, interested to see silver placed on a 
parity w ith gold. 
The Executive Committee at its last 
meeting received severnl very interesting 
reports, and displays a great deal of in­ 
terest in its work. 
The Entertainm ent 
Committee during the week added to its 
programme a new feature, Jh at is, a prom ­ 
enade concert and ball, to be held at the 
M erchants’ Exchange on the evening of 
the opening day, November 26th. The 
hall, a very large one, will be gaily dec­ 
orated, the fountain banked with tropical 
plants and flowers, and the entire enter­ 
tainm ent made on a scale of grandeur, for 
which 
the 
veiled 
prophets’ display is 
known all over the country. The Thanks­ 
giving Day features of tbe entertainm ent 
programme will include, as now planned, 
a carriage drive in procession around tbe 
city to all points of interest, and through 
the parks and the fair grounds, and return 
either to Music H all or the M erchants’ Ex­ 
change, where a Thanksgiving Day colla­ 
tion will bespread. 
It had been intended 
to arrange for an elaborate banquet on 
that day, but owing to the large num ber of 
people, delegates and invited guest3, who 
will be present, it was found impossible to 
accommodate them w ith comfort. After 
consideration anddesiriDg to provide some­ 
thing as near homelike and free from ban­ 
quet formalities as possible, as the day 
after a successful convention will be a 
genuine day of thanksgiving, the com­ 
mittee has properly decided on a colla­ 
tion, to be one of the grandest ever ar­ 
ranged in the country. On W ednesday 
evening, 
the 
committee, accepting the 
hospitalities of the theaters, will escort the 
delegates and invited guests to such thea­ 
ters in the city as they may select. 
The present advices are very encour­ 
aging. and it is expected a num ber of news­ 
paper gentlemen will be present during 
tbe Convention. 
The committee desire to 
m ake all tbe arrangements possible to as­ 
sist in the work of newspaper represent­ 
atives and for their convenience. Due 
Dotice ro the committee from those intend­ 
ing to be here will be appreciated.

DANGEROUS ELECTRIC WIRES.

R e c o r d -U n io n : I D o tic e the follow­ 
ing statem ent in an editorial in the Exam­ 
iner of this d a te : 
Most of the deaths so far have been due to the 
fact th at w ires carrying high tension currents 
have been m ixed indiscrim inately w ith h arm ­ 
less ones, aud th at linem en have been unable 
to tell them apart. If underground conduits 
w ill not insure safety, w hy not paint all danger­ 
ous wires red and string them on isolated poles ? 
I am impelled to write the following to 
you, believing that you can find something 
in it of use to yonr readers who are inter­ 
ested in the subject. 
No electric wires were ever known to be 
dangerous, electrically, until electric light 
and power lines were strung, when it was 
soon manifested through life sacrifices that 
all electric wires were as dangerous as the 
“unloaded gun.” 
Electric wires necessarily run in all sorts 
of directions, somewhat resembling a huge 
net, and m ust, of course, cross over or un­ 
der each other. Tbe sagging from expan­ 
sion, caused by heat and its own weight, 
and contraction from cold often canses those 
wires crossing courses to come together 
and while the wires conducting high ten­ 
sion or dangerous currents are heavily in ­ 
sulated to protect them from contacting 
other metals ana life, areeasily cut through 
by a crossing wire, by the eee-saw motion 
the wind constantly gives tothe larger One. 
The uninsulated wire thus crossed im m e­ 
diately becomes a thousand times more 
dangerous than the high tension wire it is 
gettiDg its death-dealing power from; be­ 
cause those working with these wires han­ 
dle all bare wires without fear. 
A tew days ago an electric call-bell wire 


id the Postal Telegraph office in this city 
was fouled in the m anner above spoken of, 


and in an instant the bells and twelve cells 
of LeClanche battery were destroyed and 
the wainscottiDg, to which the bells were 
attached, was set on fire, the gentleman in 
charge of the office saving further destruc­ 
tion by kicking the wires and bells off the 
wall, saving his life by having the presence 
of m ind not to use his hands. 
I have called your attention to this sub­ 
ject, and stated these facts hoping to enlist 
your influence on the side of the two great 
public benefactors, the telegraph and the 
telephone, whose wires; of themselves, are 
as innocent of harm as a clothes line. 
Let 
the warfare proceed with all vigor against 
the H igh Tension Cross-bones and Skull, 
which serves us w ith a luxury, not a 
necessity. 
Bury them , deep.

The signal service rainfall yesterday 
amounted to .24 of an inch, m aking 6.26 
inches for this season, as against 3.61 incheB 
to an equal date last year. It will be no­

prediction in yesterday's 
S unday U nion that Lieutenant Maxfield, 
the Indications Officer for the Pacific coast 
with headquarters at San Francisco, pre­ 
dicted rain for this portion of California 
for yesterday. 
The rainfall, 3.61 inches, precipitated to 
to this date last year was as follows: Fifty- 
five hundredths of an inch September, 188S, 
during four weeks; nothing in October. 
W hile the first fourteen days in November 
were cloudles and rainless, on the 15th a 
storm began that lasted until the 23d, with 
the exception of the 19th and 21st, on 
which days no rain fell.

.70 of an inch, m aking a total rainfall for 
last season, up to and including the 18th, of 
4.31 inches. 
The tem perature, wind and weather at 5 
A. M. yesterday was 47°, southeast, seven 
miles per hour and weather cloudless, while 
at 5 p. m. it was 53°, northeast, three miles 
per hoar and raining. 
The highest and lowest tem perature yes­ 
terday was 00° and 45°. while for the same 
date last year it was 63° and 54°. 
The 
highest and lowest one year ago to-day 


w r s 67° and 52°. 
The weather at 5 o’clock last night was 
as follows for the signal service stations 
named: Roseburg, Or..northeast, cloudless, 
and .18 of an inch of rain; Red Bluff, south, 
raining, and .50 of an inch of rain. 
The barometer is not low, but stands a 
few tenths above 30 inches, w ith no incli­ 
nation to fall.

The woodwork is grained in antique oak 
style. 
The ceiling of the Secretary of 
State’s office is ornam ented with the great 
seal of the State. The prevailing color of 
the office is a terra cotta.

R o b e rt W illiam son Says T w o -th ird s of I t 
B elongs to th e City A lread y . 
E ds. R bcord-U hion : As the tim e has 
arrived wheu some definite action m ust be 
taken in regard to the old pioneer land­ 
m ark (Sutter’s fort), I wish to m ake a sug­ 
gestion as to the disposition to be made of 
it. I noticed to-day that to open Twenty- 
seventh street would take at least two- 
thirds of the building, leaving not more 
than one-tliird, and possibly not more than 
one-fourth, of it on the land of Mr. Mer­ 
rill. Now, so m uch cf that building as is 
on the street belongs to the city, and not to 
Mr. Merrill. 
My proposition will be to 
take the old fort down, and erect out of 
the m aterial in it a m onum ent in the cen­ 
ter of Twenty-seventh street, w ithin a few 
feet of where the fort now stands. 
It is 
but reasonable to suppose that Mr. Merrill 
will either give or sell for a nom inal sum 
the portion of the building that belongs to 
him . I cannot imagine that be would re­ 
fuse to do so, bat even if he should, there is 
still enough of the structure belonging to 
the city to make quite a respectable m onu­ 
ment. 
I will not here attem pt to give a plan of 
the m onum ent, bat I tbink a very unique 
and attractive structure could be built out 
of that old m aterial. There is to my mind 
several reasons why this would be the best 
thing to do under the circumstances. 
First—The building, if preserved at ali, 
would have to be repaired to such an ex­ 
tent as to m ake it alm ost a new building, 
as everybody knows it is in a very dilapi­ 
dated and decaying condition, and will soon 
crumble down if large repairs are not made 
on it. Putting the material into another 
shape would not destroy its identity m uch 
(if any) more than would the needed re­ 
pairs. 
Second—The m onum ent would stand 
alm ost on the identical spot of the old fort 
—certainly w ithin the lim its ot the conse­ 
crated ground so sacred in the memories of 
the Pioneers, so m any of whom were shel­ 
tered, fed, and provided for in the hours of 
their sad need. 
T hird—This plan would m ake a very 
large saviDg. Even if the laDd could be 
bought at a reasonable figure, it would cost 
a large sum to fix up the grounds so as to 
m ake them look respectable. 
The old 
Burns slough, running as it doea through 
both blocks, cuts them into a very awk­ 
ward shape. One of the blocks is so badly 
cut that it would be impossible to get one 
lot 40x160 in the whole block that would 
be fit to build on without filling up the 
slough portion, which would probably be 
more than half the lot, and the other block 
is not m uch better, and we all knew that 
the slough is very deep at that particular 
place. 
I do not believe that slough could be 
filled up and the grounds leveled and fixed 
up in good shape ready for planting short 
of $15,000 to $20,000. 
Then the grounds 
would have to be planted and cared for 
continually, which would entail a heavy 
annual expense for all time. And who 
is to foot the bills ? The city will have 
enough to do if she will only improve and 
take care of the num erous squares and 
parks that she now has on her hands. 
If m y plan was adopted it would cost 
but little (if indeed, any), m ore than to 
properly repair the old fort where it now 
stands, and then the expense is at an end, 
except, possibly, to m ake some trifling re­ 
pairs perhaps once in a decade. I could 
m ake m any other suggestions as to the 
style or architecture of the m onument, 
how the means could be raised, etc., but I 
will wait and see if this plan is concurred 
in by others before boring your readers 
further. 
But there is one thiDg certain, we 
have got to get a move on us and do some­ 
thing soon, or the street will be put through 
(as it certainly ought to be), and the long- 
cherished old relic so dear to our pioneer 
fathers will be blotted out, and the grati­ 
tude of Californians made a hiss and by­ 
word all over the Union.

Som e M ltitlain en W ho Do, B u t A re N ot 
E n title d to W ear T hem . 
Last evening a reporter was cruising 
around for an item , when he came across 
two members of a local m ilitary company, 
who were discussing target shooting and 
other m atters. One of them claimed that 
the scores as published in the R ecord- 
U nion every Monday were unfair, and he 
proposed to expose them . H e had called Cap­ 
tain H all’s attention to the published scores 
of Company G’s shooting, and remonstrated 
with him . 
This is the way it is done: 
“A man will 
go out to the range and shoot from two to 
fivescores. 
H is lowest may be 30 and a 
scratch ten shots may be 45. The latter or 
the largest score is invariably published, 
and the individual who perhaps could not 
average 350 in one hundred shots is pub­ 
lished as being a crack shot, and he gets a 
little cheap notoriety in m ilitary circles 
that does not belong to him . 
“I could tell you the names of several 
m ilitiam en in this city whose m anly breasts 
are decorated with gold bars that they are 
not entitled to. One m an in particular 
who cannot hit the target once in three 
shots, and who to m y knowledge had ten 
successive misses charged up to him , is 
adorned w ith a gold bar of which he is 
very proud. 
“On exam ining the Adjutant-General’s 
report, I find he made a score of 40. 
I am 
reliably informed that be did not shoot at 
all, but that another m ember of the club 
shot the score for him . 
“There are several good shots in Com­ 
pany G, and a few in each of the other 
companies, but those in Sacramento that 
can m ake an average of 400 points out of 
100 shots can be counted on the fingers oi 
your two hands. 
“There is entirely too much ‘m onkeying, 
with the target. 
The m arkers very often 
assist their friends, and a ballet that may 
tear through a willow yards distant is often 
marked a bull’s-eye. If all the shootiDg at 
the annual target practice was honestly re­ 
ported, the State would not have to issue 
so m any gold bars. 
“They say there are tricks in all trades 
bnt ours, but for piling np dishonest and 
misleading scores the average m ilitiamen 
will take the cake. After this the scores of 
some of the ‘crack shots’ will be watched 
and reported, and it will be readily seen 
how poor is their average.”
